If available, will you please send 
me information on fleet operation 
costs, based upon experience of larger 
fleets reported to you. 

We have figures on our operation 
obtained from cost accounting, but 
feel that our operation is not large 
enough to give average figures. We 
should like to secure cost-per-mile fig- 
ures on the following: 

1) Parts, repairs, and labor on re- 
pairs. 
2) Painting and lettering. 
3) Tire mounting, dismounting and 
repairing (some of our operation is 
over crushed rock roads, which re- 
sults in numerous casting cuts and 
subsequent flats). 
4) Washing of equipment on at least 
a weekly basis.

LABOR TRENDS 


THERE’s A NEW break-through on the organizing 
front. The International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
has become the first union to top the 1.5 million 
mark. To underscore the truck union’s organizing 
advances, Teamster president Dave Beck paid per 
capita dues to the AFL-CIO last month for 1,534,000 
members. Affiliates pay the parent federation four 
cents a month on each member. 

This puts the Teamster Union past the half-way 
mark of its goal of 3 million members. Its officials 
say they will add another 200 thousand members 
before next year’s convention. 


Organizing advances are slow... 


. and quiet. The winning moves on the member- 
ship front aren’t making the public prints. Union 
leaders are deliberately under-playing their maneuv- 
ers to keep employer opposition at a minimum. This 
is true wherever unions are operating individually 
or under mutual-aid pacts. 

Biggest gains in recent months are: 

e In construction, where the Teamsters are working 
with three craft unions—the operating engineers, la- 
borers and carpenters. 

« In canning, with workers being rounded up on 
a share-and-share-alike basis between the Teamster 
and butcher unions. 

¢ In auto parts, with the territory being shared by 
the Teamsters and machinists. 

In all three areas where organizing is advancing, 
the Teamsters are right in the middle. This is due 
in part to an aggressive round-up campaign. But 
also because the truck union can be found in just 
about any industry today. The combination of ini- 
tiative and strategic placement is making the gains 
in membership. 

In most cases, the truck union is dealing with 
small employers. This limits the number of em- 
ployees to be organized at one time. 


Total advances are not large... 


. . . but the 3 million potential members are there, 
and it seems likely that eventually the Teamsters will 
organize them. 

AFL-CIO talks organizing but doesn’t get re- 
sults. In almost comic contrast to the quiet, relent- 
less drives of the Teamsters, the parent federation is 
sounding off loudly but barely producing, when it 
comes to organizing. With a staff of 300 organizers, 


and an organizing blueprint six months old, the 
campaign must still get started. 

The delay is due to the failure of rival unions to 
agree on how to divide non-union territories. In 
textiles for instance, the two unions haven’t agreed 
on a list of targets to be organized. Neither union 
wants to give up a potential plant to its rival. 

With a six-month deadlock, the AFL-CIO Execu- 
tive Council decided enough was enough. The union 
leaders ordered the textile campaign to go ahead. 
Biggest efforts will be in the South, where non-union 
textile employees total over half a million. 


Dissension in ranks... 
. . . still plagues the AFL-CIO. A dispute that threat- 


ens to run on indefinitely has reached a fever pitch 
within the new federation. 

It’s between the craft and industrial unions over 
the right to do construction work in the nation’s 
factories. The craft unions argue their members 
should be called in for the construction work, even 
though the plant may be organized by the industrial 
union. The conflict has split state AFL and CIO or- 
ganizations—and threatens to cause much more em- 
barrassing disharmony. 

The building trades, prodded by the Teamsters, are 
pressing a delay of all state mergers until the juris- 
dictional issue is settled. They insist upon pointing 
up their differences with the industrial unions 
through opposition to merger movements. This 
struggle will plague labor for a long time, and as 
things stand now, there are no prospects in sight for 
any sort of a settlement. 


The Supreme Court lays out... 


. . » two new rules. The high court says states can- 
not outlaw the union shop if a federal law specifi- 
cally says they can’t. So, because of the Federal 
Railway Labor Act, railroad employees in any state 
can have a union shop. The Taft-Hartley Law leaves 
the union shop question up to state law. So, in states 
that have right-to-work laws, employees can not 
have a union shop. 

The court also ruled that it’s illegal for a union 
to aid its dispute with an employer by taking action 
against a neutral employer. But, where the second 
employer is performing services for the employer 
involved in the dispute, a union may take direct 


action against him.

Despite much keener competition 
from the railroads, the Canadian 
Trucking Assn. reports the industry 
is still expanding rapidly. 

President of the group, William C. 
Norris, says that the trend is ex- 
pected to continue as truckers adopt 
latest techniques to meet rail com- 
petition. He cited among these, the 
use of two-way radio for better ser- 
vice and the development of markets 
in areas away from rail centers.

The Association feels that the 
flexibility of truck service would not 
be changed by rate control. Shippers 
would benefit from the trucking in- 
dustry’s increased stability. 

The Association also feels that rate 
controls would curtail the economic 
rate cutting of wildcat truckers with- 
out regular services who skim off the 
cream of the business. 

At present only the provinces of 
British Columbia, Manitoba, Quebec 
and Saskatchewan have truck rate 
regulation.

3. Minimum wages will be set by the Secretary of Labor only 
after consultations with the states, even though the construc- 
tion comes under the Davis-Bacon Act. 
4. Tax increases will be spread over 16 years to pay for the 
program. The boosts are estimated to bring in $14.8 billion. 
Size-and-weight limits are placed on trucks using the system.

5. Spending will be restricted. The Administration won its point 
to limit annual expenditures of federal money to the amount 
brought in by user taxes.

How Do You Stand on These Key 


“THE MONEY WE SAVE IN OUR SHOP is our profit 
in the trucking business.” That’s how one fleet man, 
who participated in FLEET OWNER’s current shop 
equipment survey, expressed the importance of 
efficient maintenance and a well-planned shop. 

His statement may strike you as pretty strong. 
But you'll agree that an inefficient shop can really 
roll up your maintenance costs. 

The survey (and others conducted each month by 
this magazine) doesn’t show conclusively that 
truckers are taking advantage of every opportunity 
to keep costs down. 

Take a look at the questions and answers covered 
in this report and you'll see why. 

Only a few fleets have regular programs for buy- 
ing new shop equipment. And yet an overwhelming 
majority say they could do a better job with more 
shop equipment. 

Put it another way. Almost every fleet in the 
United States is maintained on some sort of a 
planned PM program. But the purchase of shop 
equipment to do the job is haphazard. 

Look at it from still another angle. The survey 














Those facts really stand out when you compare 
the answers to a pair of important questions. Fleet 
operators and maintenance superintendents partici- 
pating in the survey were asked: 

1. Could you cut maintenance costs if you had 
more shop equipment? A solid majority—64%— 
answered, “Yes.” 

2. Do you have a regular program for buying 
new shop equipment? A whopping majority— 
84.5 %—said “No.” 

The apparent need: More planning in purchasing 
shop tools and equipment. Are fleet men becoming 
increasingly aware of this need? It certainly doesn’t 
seem that way. 

FLEET OWNER asked the same two questions in 
the 1954 survey—got an almost identical response. 
Slightly more than 61% of the fleets said more 
shop equipment would cut their maintenance costs; 
85% said they had no regular program for buying 
shop equipment. 

This year’s survey returns pointed up some strik- 
ing contrasts when answers to the buying-program 
question were busted down into vocational groups. 


shows that fleets are spending an average of $100 
a year for new equipment for each man on the shop 
payroll. This isn’t very much when you consider 
that the average mechanic’s tool kit is worth $264 
(FLEET OWNER Survey No. 231). 

But that isn’t all. With vehicles and their main- 
tenance becoming more complicated, tools to do 
the job are often more complicated too. Yet the 
survey shows only a slight rise in the number of 
fleets sending their mechanics to schools or clinics 
to learn to use equipment. 

There’s no doubt that the reason some fleet own- 
ers have not planned ahead is the complexity of 
the job at hand and the rapid growth of the industry 
in the past 10 years. But there’s also no doubt that 
maintenance programs, shop equipment and plan- 
ning can stand constant study and revision. Don’t 
you think so? 

The current survey (No. 267) brought replies 
from 383 fleets. Significant results, analyzed and 
compared with a previous shop-equipment survey 
(No. 246) run two years ago, are summarized in 
the three questions and answers on these pages. 


2| Do you have a regular program for buying equipment ? 


Most fleets say they could trim maintenance costs with zrore shop 
equipment, but only a few have long-range buying plauns. 


For example: 


e Leading the field so far as planned purchasing 
is concerned are government fleets. Of the 51 gov- 
ernment truckers in the survey, 24 (or 47%) said 
they have regular buying programs. 

Why is there more planning by government 
fleets? Probably because they are forced to think 
ahead in order to get their purchases approved by 
legislative bodies that can’t make decisions as fast 
as private industry. Government fleets simply can’t 
take chances with spur-of-the-moment requests for 
new equipment. 


e Lagging behind the field, according to the sur- 
vey, are for-hire carriers and wholesale-retail de- 
livery fleets. Less than 4% of each group—3 of 78 
for-hire carriers, 1 of 26 delivery fleets—said they 
have set up programs for buying new equipment. 

Here’s how many buying programs the survey 
uncovered in other vocational categories: public 
utility, 9 out of 31 fleets; petroleum, 6 out of 33; 
food distribution, 9 out of 84; construction and 
mining, 3 out of 36; industrial 2 out of 22.

“9 How much do you spend each year on new equipment ? 


For each man on their shop payrolls, fleets are investing an 


average of $100 a year in new tools and equipment. 


That $100 average, rounded off to the nearest 
dollar, is based on information from 223 fleets 
which answered both of these questions: 

“How much money do you invest in shop equip- 
ment each year?” 

“How many people work in your shop?” 

To come up with the $100 average, the total 
annual new-equipment spending by all 223 fleets 
was divided by the total number of people in their 
shops. You can get a comparable figure for your 
fleet by simply dividing what you're spending this 
year for new equipment by the number of men on 
your shop payroll. 

That $100 average is interesting, of course. But. 
because it’s an over-all figure based on information 
from all types of fleets, it may not mean as much 
to you as the average from your particular voca- 
tional category. Reason: Different vocational groups 
face different maintenance problems, which stem 
from different types of trucks and different operat- 
ing conditions. If you’re an over-the-road hauler 
using tractors and trailers, for instance, you prob- 














ably don’t have much in common with the route 
man whose vehicles are panel trucks in regular 
door-to-door service. 

So FLEET OWNER also came up with spending 
averages for each of the eight groups. 

Biggest spenders? Petroleum haulers. Their new- 
equipment outlays average $129 a year for each 
man on their shop payrolls. That average was com- 
piled from figures submitted by 27 operators of 
petroleum fleets. 

Smallest spenders? Industrial fleets. Their aver- 
age, based on 10 replies, is $76. 

Here are averages from the six other vocational 
categories: food distribution (49 fleets), $112; gov- 
ernment (37 fleets), $108; construction and mining 
(26 fleets), $99; public utilities (19 fleets), $98; 
wholesale-retail delivery (8 fleets), $88; for-hire 
(47 fleets), $79. 

Are annual expenditures for new shop equipment 
up, down, or unchanged since 1954? A comparison 
of this year’s survey and the one made two years 
ago shows no change in spending. 


2 Do you send your mechanics to schools and clinics? 


Most truckers don’t take advantage of special training offered 


for mechanics by manufacturers of shop equipment. 


Nobody has to tell you that vehicles and shop 
equipment are becoming more complicated—harder 
for mechanics to master. So if you're looking for 
trends, you probably expect a sharp increase in out- 
side training for shop men. 

There’s an increase, all right. But, judging from 
replies to the surveys, it’s far from sharp. 

On both surveys, fleet men were asked: “Have 
you ever sent mechanics to manufacturers’ schools 
or clinics to learn how to use equipment?” 

The proportion of “yes” answers: 44.7% in 
1954; 47.5% this year. The increase in two years: 
a modest 2.8%. 

Why no sharp trend? That’s hard to say. But 
fleet owners may not be taking greater advantage 
of outside training because they feel that manu- 
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facturers’ literature does an adequate job of explain- 
ing operation of new equipment to mechanics. 

Replying to this year’s survey, 83% of the fleets 
said they are satisfied with the literature or instruc- 
tions that come with tools and equipment. And 
97.5% said they insist that shop people using the 
equipment take time to read the instructions. 

But there were also these criticisms: 

“Literature ... is vague and inadequate.” 

“Not enough instructions with some equipment. 
In some cases, not any.” 


So your equipment's tops. Fine. But you 
won't get the most from it unless you can 
sey the same for your shop layout. Want 
to see an “ideal” layout? Turn the page.

Planning Your “Ideal” Shop? 
U-Shaped Layout Is Best Bet 


But you'll need to consider more than shape in your shop of tomorrow. You'll 
have questions on size, location, placing departments. Here’s help in finding answers. 
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Wuy pick A U-SHAPED FLOOR PLAN? A quick look 
at the layout above will give you the main reason: 
It’s a cinch for a vehicle to get into or out of any 
service bay. 

Briefly, this is how the shop is arranged: In 
one arm of the U are PM and lube bays. In the 
other are repair departments. At the base of the 
U are fueling stations and the administration build- 
ing containing offices, lockers and washrooms. 
Vehicles enter each bay or department from the 
paved yard inside the U. The roof of the shop 
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slopes out to keep water and snow from spilling 
down in front of the bays. 

Is easy access the only advantage of a U-shaped 
layout? By no means. Here are others: 
¢ Open work areas. Roof span is short—length of 
a vehicle plus working space—so you don’t need a 
lot of posts and columns to hold it up. 
¢ Fewer traffic problems. There are two reasons 
for this. First, unscheduled repair jobs don’t jam 
up your shop; you simply park them in the U to 
wait for a free bay. Second, you don’t have to 
limit the size of the area in which trucks move. 
In many conventionally shaped shops, for instance, 
aisle areas are limited because the space above them 
is useless, 
e Maximum natural lighting. Every bay opens on 
the out-of-doors. 
e Better workload control. You see all bays from 
the administration building, know which are occu- 
pied and which aren’t. 
e A storage pocket for your vehicles. Park them 
in the U at night, and they’re protected from the 
wind on three sides. 
e Easier exhaust disposal. You need no built-in 
systems because fumes are exhausted through short 
piping to the door of each bay. 
e Flexibility and expandability. Bay sizes are uni- 
form. Doors and windows are standard. It’s no 
problem to shift departments from bay to bay. To 
expand, you add bays to the ends of the U. 


Shop location 


First thing to consider in planning a new shop 
is where to put it. You can have the best equipped 
shop and the slickest layout, too, but if you build 
it in the wrong place, you’re bound to run into 
trouble. Here are some of the things to look for 
in selecting a spot: 

e Central location. Make it as easy as possible for 
vehicles to reach you. This not only saves time 
and mileage; it also helps get equipment into the 
shop when it’s due for inspection. And if there’s 
a major breakdown on the road, you save a lot 
of hauling time. 

¢ Nearness to public utilities. You'll find yourself 
running a “small town” if you stick your shop in 
an isolated spot where utilities aren’t easily avail- 
able. It’s expensive to bring in your own water 
and electrical power, for instance. The same goes 
for having sewer lines installed and paying for 
special rubbish collection. 

e Nearness to suppliers. There’s no point investing 
a lot of money and space in your own inventory 
of parts and supplies. It makes much more sense 
to use your distributors’ inventories. 

e Freedom from heavy traffic. There'll be enough 
traffic through your shop without competition from 


commuters and nearby plants. If your trucks have

trouble getting into and out of your shop, your 
maintenance schedule will be knocked awry. A 
side-street location may be better than the edge 
of town. That kind of an area is stable and not 
apt to be in the middle of some big plant’s ex- 
pansion. 

e Room for expansion. Your location should give 
you space for future growth. You may not want 
to buy extra property right off the bat. But at least 
make sure it’s available. 


Department locations 


Probably no two fleets follow identical plans 
in locating their departments. They can’t. Too 
many special factors enter the picture. But there 
are some basic principles, which, when followed 
in placing departments, make for top shop efficiency. 
These principles are shown in the “ideal” U-shaped 
layout on the previous page. 

e PM and lubrication bays are combined. If you're 
going to do this, you'll need lifts in all bays. It’s 
wise to check and replace batteries in these bays. 
And that means bays should be equipped with 
flush-mounted battery racks and chargers. 

e Tire repair and storage are at the same spot. And 
this department is near the PM bays because tire 
replacement is usually ordered during an inspection. 
e Dynamometer room is on the shop’s PM side. 
Why? Because a check on truck output requires 
no heavy repair equipment like that used on the 
repair side of the shop. 

e Vehicle washing is isolated from other depart- 
ments to protect them from water. The washing 
bay, only drive-through bay in the U-shaped shop, 
is down at the base of the U on the PM side, and 
has walls on two sides. One wall separates it from 
the neighboring dynamometer room; the other is 
a permanent wall of the building. 

e Painting operations are also isolated from other 
sections and enclosed. The paint department is at 
the expansion end of the U on the repair side. 
Entrance is from the end of the U. The two paint 
bays and the adjacent trailer bay can be converted 
into three additional repair bays. 

e Overhaul sections are enclosed to keep out dust 
and moisture. That includes engines and parts. 
Engine shop should be—and is—near a large clean- 
ing tank. Both shops need small-parts cleaners. 

e Parts room is sandwiched between overhaul shops 
because they make the most use of it. Room is en- 
closed, of course, And, like overhaul shops, it’s 
isolated from painting and washing to minimize 
corrosion and contamination. If suppliers are near, 
a full bay isn’t needed, and the extra space is used 
for a large cleaning tank. But there should be a 
wall between the tank and the supply room. 

Overhaul, brake and alignment bays are near 
the administration end of the shop (base of U). 


That’s because they have heavy, hard-to-move 
equipment which should stay put in case of ex- 
pansion. 

Trim, welding and sheet-metal bays are near 
the trailer shop, which is where most of their work 
comes from. Note, too, that the radiator repair 
section—an optional installation in many shops— 
is handy to welding and sheet-metal facilities. As 
a safety measure, it’s a good idea to enclose the 
welding bay. Fact is, that’s the law in some states. 


Shop size 

Key factors in fixing the size of your shop are 
the size of your fleet and your PM schedule. Other 
important points: nearness of suppliers and outside 
repair shops, size of your vehicles. 

Your PM schedule and the size of your fleet 
tell you how many PM bays you need. Typical 
practice calls for an equal number of repair bays. 

Here are some average PM figures: “A” inspec- 
tion at 2000 miles or 60 days; “B” inspection at 
6000 miles or 6 months; 144 to 3 man-hours for 
an “A” inspection; 4 to 8 man-hours for a “B” 
inspection. 

Bay size? Depends on vehicle size. In general, 
you should allow a minimum of 4 feet around the 
truck for working space. If you have an unmixed 
fleet, you can nail the bay size down to the foot. 
Otherwise, your largest vehicles determine the 
size. Once you've determined the width of your 
bays, you combine them to lay out the shop. 

Want an example? Take another look at the 
U-shaped “ideal” shop. It was laid out for a 
mythical 500-vehicle fleet—mostly large trucks and 
some tractor-semitrailers. 

Based on the PM averages cited above, seven 
PM bays were needed. But three more were added 
—two because many fleets have units covering more 
than 2000 miles in 60 days; one to cover imperfect 
scheduling of trucks into the shop. 

The shop was laid out in modules (or bays) of 
two sizes—15x35 ft and 20x35 ft. Use of more 
than two basic modular units runs up construction 
costs. In this case, 15-ft bays were planned to 
accommodate vehicles. Most permanent mainten- 
ance equipment goes into 20-ft sections. 


Department sizes 


No matter what the shape of your shop, here’s 

how to figure space requirements for each depart- 
ment: 
e Lube: Start with a basic bay large enough to 
accommodate the largest vehicle in your fleet. If 
you have to lubricate more than one vehicle at a 
time, plan on more than one bay. 

Basic bays? A 15x35-ft area is adequate for all 
but very large units. For passenger cars or small 
trucks, your bays need be no larger than areas in 
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a commercial service station (12 to 13 ft by 25 to 
27 ft). 

¢ PM inspection: Your PM area should be 8 ft 
wider and 4 ft longer than your largest vehicle. If 
more than one vehicle must be inspected at the 
same time, multiply those dimensions by the ap- 
propriate number. 

e Tire maintenance: Maximum size of a complete 
tire department should be from 55 to 65 ft long, 
from 20 to 35 ft wide, according to opinions of 100 
tire specialists. A shop with those dimensions will 
service 100 inter-city trucks and twice that many 
local vehicles. You can use those figures as yard- 
sticks in deciding how much space your tire depart- 
ment needs. 

e Parts cleaning: Minimum space is 15x20 ft. This 
is enough room to house a tank cleaner adequate 
for an engine and its parts, a rinse tank and sufhi- 
cient aisle to bring parts into the room. 

e Washing: An inside washing requires an area 
only slightly larger than the largest vehicle if wash- 
ing is by hand. If you use automatic washing, the 
space should be larger, to house the equipment. 
Caution: Location, not size, is important here. 
Place your washing department so it doesn’t inter- 
fere with other departments. That way, you'll avoid 
a lot of corrosion problems. 

e Painting: For a small fleet doing minimum 
painting, all you need is a clean spot that’s 4 ft 
larger on all sides than your largest vehicle. But 
a large fleet that paints daily has a tough space 
problem. You need enough space to house a prep- 
aration area, spray booth and drying room. Size 
of the department hinges on size of your vehicles 
and of the paint booth. 

e Wheel alignment: Here, too, space needed is 
determined by the equipment used. For example: 
Three types of pits are available: an 1144-ft stub 
pit with heavy-duty track; a heavy-duty installation 
with a 28-ft track; a super-heavy outfit with a 30-ft 
track. 

e Brake maintenance: This area should be roughly 
twice as long and twice as wide as your largest 
truck. This will give you enough floor space to pull 
axle shafts, operate jacks from various angles, and 
house necessary equipment for repairing brakes 
and keeping them in shape. 

e Overhaul: Floor space for a five-man shop should 
be no less than 750 sq ft. Rectangular layout, 
measuring about 25x35 ft, is preferable. Using these 
dimensions as standard, you can then suit the size 
of your shop to the overhaul requirements of your 
particular operation. 

e Diesel repair: If you use diesel-powered vehicles, 
you must have a specially designed diesel repair 
shop. Again, it’s impossible to give ideal dimen- 
sions because types of injection equipment vary, 
and the shop should be built around them—and in 
this case the shop should be built around the equip- 


ment. 
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Equipment and services 


You'll buy the shop equipment that best suits 
your particular operation. For a department-by- 
department rundown on equipment requirements, 
see FLEET OWNER’s Shop Equipment Clinic, a 32- 
page special report published in July, 1955, and 
now available as a reprint. For details on where to 
buy tools and equipment, turn to the Buyers’ Guide 
starting on page 51. 

Meanwhile, it’s wise to check some points on uses 
of these important pieces of equipment. 

e Overhead chain hoists are needed in repair and 
overhaul shops. In a U-shaped shop, it pays to link 
repair bays and overhaul shops with a cross-bay 
monorail. That way, you can use hoists to move 
parts from one department to another. What’s more, 
you get hoist flexibility—can group several hoists in 
one bay if they’re all needed there at once. However, 
chances are, you won’t need hoists in the trim and 
sheetmetal bays. And, of course, they aren’t neces- 
sary on the PM side of the shop because you won’t 
have to lift large components out of vehicles in 
these areas. 

e Flush lifts are good safety insurance in ail lube 
bays and PM bays where lube work is done. On the 
repair side, the brake section is the only bay requir- 
ing a lift. What about the alignment bay? You'll 
do better with a pit here since the equipment used 
lends itself to a pit operation. 

e Immersion heaters are a necessity in a U-shaped 
shop if you’re faced with cold weather. Lay a cable, 
with flush weatherproof outlets, down the center 
of the U. Then plug in your heaters on cold morn- 
ings. You can also use the heaters to warm up 
vehicles that have been deadlined too long while 
waiting for service. There’s no point in wasting shop 
space to warm them. 

Here are some recommendations on shop services: 

e Good artificial lighting is important. You'll need 
overhead lights, bench lights and at least one drop 
light in each bay. Overhead and at benches, your 
best bet is fluorescent tubes. They give even, low- 
cost illumination; are cooler than incandescent 
bulbs. 
e Centralize your compressed air supply. Put it in 
the administration building, and pipe air to the 
bays. This is cheaper than spotting compressors 
around the shop. But a centralized supply has one 
drawback: If the compressor fails, all pneumatic 
tools will be down. So you'll want to do plenty of 
PM on the compressor and be ready to repair it in 
a hurry. 


There's no ideal layout for all fleets, no 
shop without flaws. But you'll see three 
well planned layouts in the case studies 
starting on the next page.

major departments; easy in-and-out movement for vehicles. 


CASE STUDY NO. I: 


This Slick Shop 
Ticks Out Work 
Like a Factory 


THAT'S BECAUSE smart thinking went into both the 
over-all layout and the selection of equipment. It’s 
the Consolidated Freightways shop in Los Angeles, 
and it’s planned for: 


e Minimum movement of men and equipment— 
minimum handling of parts and components. 


e Maximum convenience and comfort of shop men. 
e Future growth of operations. 


Take a look at the diagram on the opposite page, 
and you'll see that the heart of this shop is the 
parts department. It’s accessible to unit rebuild 
and general repair areas (upper center and left), 
to the inspection, service, and lube areas (lower 
right), and to the tire department (upper right). 
It also opens onto the yard for parts receiving, and 
has a door opening into the purchasing department. 
The rest of the offices are off to one side. 





Minimum movement of rigs starts with the service 
and lube areas, which is open at both ends. Units 
move from here to the yard, om to the general 
repair area. The tire shop is near the service area, 
so tires can be removed and replaced with the least 
amount of handling. 

Special handling equipment is used for all heavy 
parts. Two 4000-Ib overhead bridge cranes run the 
length of the general repair and unit rebuild sec- 
tions. From the crane tracks a monorail takes over, 
runs on into the disassembly room, through the 
steam to the engine dynamometer room. 

For handling lighter parts, there’s a crane on 
wheels. In both the service and general repair pits 
there are jacks-on-tracks where they can be easily 
positioned under any axle. 

In the floor on each side of the service pits there 
are air outlets for tires and air tools. 

The fuel pump room has a window opening into 
the parts room to save re-handling of repaired units. 
The small parts and electrical repair section is 
nearby for the same reason. To avoid congestion at 
the parts room window, small repaired parts are 
placed on a mobile rack which is wheeled to the

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parts window once or twice during the day. 
All portable tools are kept in one section when 
not in use—so shop men will know where to look 


when they need them. 


Maximum convenience and comfort for shop 
crews helps produce maximum output. Lighting is 
excellent everywhere—especially the pits. They 
have 150-watt lights spaced every six feet and are 
painted white for good light reflection. 

Shop Manager Les Conyers points with pride to 
the pits used for general repair—says that in most 
shops repair work is done on creepers, The pits 
were expensive, he says, but they’re well worth the 
cost, because lighting is better, parts are easier to

get at, men can do better work and they can 
do it more safely. 

For smoke removal in the service area there are 
overhead ducts the entire length of each pit, with 
suction fans at each end. In the repair area there 
are overhead exhaust stacks that can be pulled down 
over the tractor exhausts. 

Noise has been reduced by placing the chassis 
dynamometer and the steam cleaning rack outside 
—150 ft from the building. 


Future growth was a big consideration in plan- 
ning this shop. The service area can be doubled 
by knocking out the east wall, adding pits. With 
this in mind, additional underground piping for 


Need More Shop Space at Low 


MAINTENANCE DEPENDS to a large extent on the shop 
space and facilities that are available to a fleet. 
Keeping both in step with expansion is one of the 
toughest problems facing many of the trucking 


companies, 


Case in point: Hecht Brothers, Toms River, N. J., 
a 72-vehicle for-hire fleet primarily engaged in 
hauling intrastate commodities and freight. During 
the last five years this fleet has more than doubled 
in size, 


NEW RUN-THROUGH SHOP (below left) is housed in pre-fab addition at Hecht Bros., now handles lube and PM work. 
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lubes and greases has been brought outside this 
wall and capped. The general repair area can be 
increased by building onto the south end, behind 
the paint stall. In the tire department there’s enough 
extra space and the steam manifold is long enough 
to handle twice the number of recap and spot re- 
pair tables. 

In unit rebuild, there’s room under the crane for 
a lathe, boring bar and other additional machinery. 
And there’s space in the engine dynamometer room 
for another dynamometer. 


Perfect set-up? Not quite. Shop Manager Con- 
yers would like drive-through stalls in the general 
repair area. The present arrangement was a neces- 


sary compromise with the nature of the property 
and placement of the building. 

He also wishes they'd buried a tank for trans- 
mission oil. Other lubricants, new and reclaimed, 
are stored in underground tanks, and Conyers says 
they’re a great savings. They save barrel handling, 
save time spent changing pumps from barrel to 
barrel—and save money because the oil can be 
bought in tank-car lots. 


The operation: This shop handles all maintenance 
and rebuild work for 94 diesel tractors, 220 trailers, 
and 53 pieces of city equipment. It has a parts 
inventory of $45,000—employs a shop crew of 35 
men and four supervisors. 


Cost? Build a Pio-Faty Addition 


PROBLEM: Hecht’s original shop (right in the 
diagram on the facing page) was too small and too 
low. The 11-ft ceiling couldn’t be pushed higher 
because the shop walls would have blocked off 
windows in a neighboring building. 

Lack of height prevented trailers from entering 
the shop. So they were serviced in the doorway or 
in a nearby storage building. Result: The shop 
door was blocked, or time was wasted jockeying rigs 
around the yard. 

Lack of floor space (there was room for only 
two tractors) hampered lubrication and preventive 
maintenance. Maintenance Superintendent J. R. 
Hecht, Jr., has always had his vehicles lubricated 
once a week. And Saturday has always been lube 
day because that’s when vehicles are idle. But the 
old shop wasn’t large enough to cope with that 
much work in one day. So mobile lube units were 
used out in the yard. This was inefficient, messed up 
the unpaved yard and got dirt into the equipment 
being lubricated. 


SOLUTION: A steel, prefabricated addition (at 
left in diagram) was built onto the old shop. Why 
a pre-fab? Because, says Hecht, it was cheaper 
(cost about $4 a square foot), easier to expand and 
of lighter construction than a conventional building. 
Lightweight construction makes supporting posts 
unnecessary, thus leaves the floor free of obstruc- 
tions. Overhead clearance is 15 feet. 

The addition accommodates six tractors or three 
rigs. It’s a run-through shop, has three doors—one 
overhead and two sliding—at each end. 
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Artificial light by eight large incandescent lamps 
is supplemented by natural light from eight trans- 
luscent panels—six in the ceiling and two in a wall 
next to the lube area. 


A 50-* lube pit, running along the side of the 
building, is the big feature of the new set-up. It’s 
long enough to accommodate a complete rig and, 
therefore, speed up lube time. 

Use of the new pit has made it possible for two 
men to grease the fleet’s 21 power units and the 25 
or so trailers used with them in one day, according 


to Hecht. 


Work done in the new shop includes trailer 
service and repair, all power-unit repairs involving 
less than a day of downtime and, of course, lubri- 
cation. 

The shop is also used for body repairs and weld- 
ing. The new welding area is more accessible than 
the one in the old shop and, safer because it’s better 
ventilated. 

Small welding jobs can be done in the yard. 
Mobile welding units, used for this work, are 
hooked up to a pair of 220-volt outlets, at two 
outside corners of the new shop (see diagram). 


Old shop abandoned? No. It’s used for all 
power-unit repairs taking more than a day. Tractors 
can be brought into the original shop only through 
the storage building. But limited access was plan- 
ned that way to reduce large openings, keep out dust.

The parts cleaning tank hasn’t found its 
final resting place. Why? Because the Railway 
Express people realize that once these things have 
been done it’s going to be too late for changes.

installations should be. Before final decisions are 
made, Railway Express wants to live in its new 
location for awhile. 

The one-floor shop has a total area of 33,000 sq 
ft. It replaces an eleven-story building that re- 
quired 80,000 sq ft to handle the same amount of 
work. Careful planning has resulted in these pluses: 
Extra-wide aisles designed to give ease of move- 
ment; departments placed for top coordination of 
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RECESSED LIGHTING in one-booth paint shop cuts 
dangers of explosion, yet guarantees maximum illumination 
from both ceiling and walls. Booth adjoins body shop.

effort; and strategically placed doors for outside 
access. 

At its narrowest point, the aisle running down 
the center of the building is 50 ft wide. Most of it 
is much wider. Departments are clearly defined, 
and movement between them is never blocked. 
Trucks can be given a quick work-over by mechanics 
right in the aisle without inconveniencing anyone. 
At one end, the aisle opens into the body repair 
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shop; at the other, into the running repair and 
major repair areas. 


Ease of movement is also assured by the large 
number of power-operated overhead doors around 
the shop. Aside from the main entrances at each 
end, doors open directly into the welding room, the 
paint spray booth, and the wash stand. 


Getting the most out of the relationships between 
departments was the aim in their location. Along- 
side the running repairs area, which takes care of 
PM, is the lubrication department with its hydraulic 
hoist. A protective wall separates this section from 
the wash rack. 

Directly across the aisle at the same end of the 
building is the major repairs area. Since engines, 
clutches, transmissions, and axles are repaired in 
this department, there’s a steady demand for spare 
parts. And they’re right on hand when needed. They 
can be quickly passed from the adjoining stock- 
room’s service window. 

On the other side of the stockroom, Railway 
Express located its well-equipped unit rebuilding 
shop, another place where spare parts are called 
for. This outfit completely rebuilds around 35 
engines a month. 

The next section along this wall is devoted to 
nothing but door repairs. There’s a reason for 
having a special department exclusively for this 
work—New York’s congested streets and almost 
non-existent loading facilities. Door damage is a 
real problem. 

Adjoining this area, with the boiler room en- 
closing it on the other side. is the one-man radiator 
department. Repaired radiators and replacements 
are stacked against the boiler room. 

The body repair area takes up most of this end 
of the shop. Equipped for both wood and metal 
working, this department keeps its stocks right at 
hand along the walls. The one-stall paint shop and 
welding shop are together in one corner, since their 
work is closely tied in with body repair. 

The office area is on a balcony. dominates the 
shop without hindering activities. Beside it is the 
lunch room. Below these, on the shop floor, are the 
locker and wash rooms. 


What's the payload? This shop handles all main- 
tenance on 150 vehicles working from the station 
it adjoins. It takes care of heavy maintenance and 
unit rebuilding for a total of 1634 vehicles from 
six other stations. The 65 mechanics work around 
the clock, seven days a week. 


Thorough advance planning. That's the se- 
cret of efficient shop layout. For a story of 
how one fleet man is planning his shop of 
tomorrow, turn this page.

“If | Could Change This Shing me 


You MAY NOT BE BUILDING a new shop tomorrow, 
next week, next month or even next year for that 
matter. But now’s the time to start thinking about 
it. One fleet man who has already planned his shop 
of the future is Paul Haines, garage superintendent 
for the E. Kahn’s Sons Co., Cincinnati meat packer. 
FLEET OWNER queried Haines about the shop he 
hopes to build someday. Here are our questions and 
his answers. 


9: Who’s in charge of pas your shop? 
r 


A: I laid out the plans, working with our consulting 
engineer, Henry Lurie, of H. Lurie & Associates. 
Lurie is familiar with our problems. 


9: Why do you feel you need a new shop? 
A: Several reasons. The company has expanded 
greatly. Most of the new building has been around 
our shop. The result is a bottleneck for drivers com- 
ing in or going out. Trucks waiting to come into the 
shop have to be parked on either side of the one 
entrance, making the situation even worse. 
There’s no way to open up any new entrances either. 
Our biggest bottleneck at present is our wash 
rack, Trucks hauling meat have to be kept clean. 
We have an average of 100 vehicles a day coming 
through for gas, oil and washing. Waiting outside, 
they block the entrance. And inside, they give us a 
traffic problem. 
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FUTURE SHOP would actually be smaller, but could handle more vehicles with no possibilities for bottlenecks.

9: Would your new location solve these prob- 
lems? 

A: Yes, it would. For one thing, I could get more 

entrances. And, in the location I’ve picked, the shop 

could face on the street. There would be no possi- 

bility of our being cut off like we are now. 

I would be able to set up a separate washing area, 
outside my shop. It would be a drive-through setup, 
containing two wash racks. 

And there would be an outside gasoline island. 
Vehicles coming in for gas, oil, and washing would 
never be any problem for the shop. From the pumps 
they’d be able to move directly into the parking 
space or the wash racks. 
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Another thing I would put outside, off by itself, 
is an electric service island for reefer compressors 
and motor warmers. 


9: Would the shop itself offer any advan- 
es? 

A: Certainly. Our present shop can handle 100 

vehicles a day. The new shop should take care of 

at least 350. We now have 180 cars and trucks. 


Q: How much larger would it be, Mr. Haines? 
A: Actually, it would be smaller. The big differ- 
ence would be in efficiency. As you can see on the 

Continued on nex? page 
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layout, we'd have six pits in the maintenance and 
repair area—one each for grease, tires, motor over- 
haul and tuneup, and two for general repairs. Each 
of these would have its own door opening onto the 
parking lot. There would be no need for maneuver- 
ing space inside the shop. 


9: What would be the volume of work? 

A: As at present, all vehicles would go through 
the grease pit every 1000 miles—or at least twice 
a month for greasing, tire and battery checks. Every 
vehicle would come in once a month for PM. 


9: Would you enlarge your shop crew? 

A: No. With one exception. As a matter of fact, 
our present shop crew should have enough extra 
time to sandwich in brake shoe lining and machine 
shop work—jobs we are now farming out. 

The exception would be in the stock room. We 
would have twice our present storage space. We 
plan to stock quite a few things we haven't had 
around in the past, such as bearings, water pumps, 
fuel pumps—things we want handy in case of 
breakdowns. We may need an extra man for this. 
Now, all we keep are everyday things like radiator 
hose, lights, plugs, and tires. 


9. Could the shop handle emergency over- 
loads? 

A: The six pits should answer any emergencies. 

The only overloads we have are for repairs, and 

we'd use the tuneup and tire pits if there were more 

than the repair pits could handle. 


9: Why would you use pits rather than 
hoists? 

A: Partly, because of the ceilings. We’re planning 
to have 15-ft ceilings throughout the shop. That 
gives us a 4-foot clearance for raising truck bodies 
off the chassis. We plan to have two overhead cranes 
running the length of the shop to handle bodies. If 
we put in hoists we'd need more clearance. It’s 
cheaper to use pits. 


9: In planning the shop itself, did you look 

over the plans other fleets are using? 
A: No, I didn’t. When you run a fleet of trucks, 
you just can’t go on the other man’s deal. Each 
company has it’s own problems. We know that 
other shops have some things we don’t need. And 
we need some that other shops don’t have. So it’s 
like a man building a home for his family—he’s 
got to design it to fit his own needs. And hardly 
any of those needs are exactly the same. 

I did study the plans for shop layouts in various 
magazines and trade publications, but didn’t find 
any that met my particular needs. 


Q: What about the building itself? What ma- 
terials would you use? 

A: We'd like to use concrete block. There are two 
reasons. First, it goes up fast. Second, it’s in- 
expensive. The cost of construction should run 
around $82,000. That doesn’t include the real estate, 
which the company already owns, or some new 
equipment I hope to add. 


9: Have you allowed for expansion? Are you 
using removable walls or capped service 
lines? 

A: No. I can’t see any need, in the forseeable 

future, for further expansion. As it is, we would be 

capable of handling three-and-one-half times our 
present work load. 

Of course, if there is ever any need, we'd have 
the space to grow into. The area we hope to build 
in is the old employee parking lot. It measures 230 
ft x 210 ft. The shop would take up less than half of 
that. Then, by tearing down an old building there 
now, which is leased out for storage, we could pick 
up another 300 ft if we wanted to do so. 


9: Would you use any space-saving methods? 
A: Just overhead lubricating equipment. It would 
be supplied from two 1000-gal. tanks underground. 
But this isn’t for space saving, actually. The real 
reason we want it is that it’s faster and will allow us 
to make quantity purchases, which will cut costs. 


9: What about used oil? 
A: It will be stored in drums and sold later. Dump- 
ing oil in the sewers is against the law in Cincinnati. 


9: What sort of lighting and heating do you 
plan to install? 

A: I’ve planned to have fluorescent lighting over- 
head and explosion-proof lights in the pits and the 
washrack. The walls in the repair and wash room 
would have as many windows as it’s possible to 
install. The shop would be heated by overhead, 
gas-fired space heaters—individual units. 


9: Are you planning to use skylights? 

A: No. It’s cheaper to burn fluorescents than to 
try to keep a skylight clean. Besides, mechanics 
have a habit of turning the lights on, no matter 
how much natural light they get. 


9. What employee facilities are planned? 
A: The locker room will have four washbowls, 
two showers, two toilets and two urinals. At pres- 
ent, the shop crew uses the plant dressing and wash 
rooms. 

Also, in the new location we'd have the facilities 
to sell the employees gas and oil.

Hits Special Munitions Rates 


Congress has been urged to abolish 
the preferential rates for federal 
agencies on shipments of ammuni- 
tions and explosives. 

William J. Burns, managing direc- 
tor of the ATA Munitions Carriers 
Conference, told a House Subcom- 
mittee last month the system was un- 
fair. According to Burns, Congress 
established the reduced rates as a 
continuation of the rate concessions 
that had been given to the govern- 


ment by the railroads for previous 
land grants. 

“But Congress never contemplated 
a situation where the government as 
the largest single shipper in the 
United States would receive lower 
rates than are available to commercial 
shippers,” Burns said. 

He said these other groups dis- 
agreed with the special rate arrange- 
ment: the ICC, government traffic 
officials, and the railroads.

THE CONVERSION pictured above 
is made possible by a new prefab 
kit introduced by Andrews Trail- 
er Kit Co., St. Louis. 

With this kit, you can take an 
old 30-ft semi with 84 in. of inside 
height, and convert it to a 35-ft 
unit with 100 in. of headroom. 
This conversion adds about 550 
ft of cubage to the original van. 

The trailer package consists of 
two sides, roof, nose, and rear 
door section of a modern high- 
cube van. Four different styles or 


models, are available; straight 
frame or dropped frame, with 
horizontally corrugated aluminum 
body panels or with vertical ex- 
terior posts. Extra components— 
including side doors, upper fifth 
wheel subframe assembly, tandem 
subframe, sliding tandem — are 
available for all models. Standard 
length of the finished prefab unit 
is 35 ft, but it’s also available in 
lengths from 30 to 40 ft. 

The kit was designed primarily 
for large fleet operators who have 


their own body repair shops. But 
conversion can also be handled at 
the Andrews plant. 

In either case, here are the step- 
by-step details on how the conver- 
sion is made. 

The old body is junked but the 
tandem assembly, springs, axles, 
brakes, tires, tire carriers, land- 
ing gear, bumper, and upper fifth 
wheel plate assembly are salvaged. 
The salvaged parts are then recon- 
ditioned so they are restored to 
first-class mechanical condition. 

Next step is to assemble the 
five components of the trailer kit. 
Right side and rear section are 
assembled first. Then the left side 
is attached to the rear section. The 
nose is added next. First it is 
attached to the left side then to 
the right. Roof is the final com- 
ponent to be assembled. 

Interlocking aluminum extru- 
sions lock each section into cor- 
rect alignment, to form a water- 
tight, weathertight, rigid one-piece 
body. 

Pre-drilled bolt holes insure 
proper fit of all sections and re- 
duce assembly time involved. 

Construction of the van is all 
aluminum with the exception of 
the one-piece welded steel rear 
door frame. 

Next step is to mount the sub- 
frame to the assembled kit. To 
this is added the salvaged running 
and landing gears, upper fifth 
wheel, tire carriers and floor cross 
members. 

All that is need to finish the 
trailer is to add flooring and 
lights. 

At present the list price of the 
kit is $2750 and the conversion is 
handled at Andrews plant in 212 
hours. It is anticipated that new 
techniques and experience will re- 
duce conversion time to between 
150 and 175 man-hours. 

Options available in addition to 
the four body styles include: a 
choice of stationary or movable 
tandems, extra floor cross mem- 
bers for mechanical loading; side 
doors; a choice of 18-in., 12-in., 
or square-front corner radius, and 
optional settings for the tandem 
and the king pin.

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GETTING THE ANSWERS to accidents, review board watches the driver illustrate how it happened. 


You Can Use an Accident 


To Prevent Others Like It... 


... THAT’S THE OPINION OF General Transportation 
Manager C. H. Fenske of Oscar Mayer & Co., Madi- 
son, Wise. Oscar Mayer drivers have run up an 
enviable safety record. Twice in six years, the fleet 
has taken first place, once second place, in the Meat 
Packing Division of the National Safety Council 
awards. But the real prize has been a substantial 
reduction of accidents. 

In 1949, Oscar Mayer drivers were involved in 
+1 accidents, 26 of them “preventable,” according 
to the National Safety Council definition. Three 
years later, this total had been pulled down to 18, 
only 10 of which it was felt could have been pre- 
vented. Meanwhile, the number of vehicles in the 
fleet has increased by 15%. 

Fenske’s safety program is based on the proposi- 
tion that if you hire the right men, keep them alert, 
and make them feel they’re part of the system, they 
won't get into trouble. A strong part of this program 
is education, but the learning isn’t all on one side. 
Fenske and his team—John Spohn, assistant trans- 
portation manager; Earl Blankenheim, automotive 
supervisor; and Charlie Hermanson, the chauffeur 


foreman—point out that they are learning too. 

They realize that a big source of safety know-how 
is the man who spends his time on the road. By 
tapping this pool of knowledge, they are trying to 
get to the real source of accidents. “The key to what 
we concentrate on,” says Fenske, “is working to 
prevent accidents in the future. We stress courtesy 
and defensive driving.” 


“You have to hire with safety in mind” 


First step in any effective safety program, accord- 
ing to John Spohn, has to be in the hiring proce- 
dure. All prospective Oscar Mayer employees are 
very carefully screened. But this isn’t enough for 
the men who are going to be handling trucks. In 
addition to regular personnel testing, they must also 
take a “Traffic Quiz,” published by the Wisconsin 
Motor Vehicle Department. 

To check up on their backgrounds, calls are made 
to both the local police department and the state 
Motor Vehicle Department. The potential driver, 
after interviewing and tests by the personnel re- 
search department, reports to the chauffeur foreman

with his corrected driver quiz. He is again inter- 
viewed and then taken out for an actual behind-the- 
wheel test. Testing devices are used to uncover any 
disabilities that might make him a risk on the road. 
Finally. he undergoes a complete physical exami- 
nation. 


“We make safety a way of thinking” 


When he has been accepted, the new man is still 
on a trial basis, and he receives a good deal of atten- 
tion until he’s “over the hump.” To get the job of 
handling an over-the-road rig, he must work his 
way up. First, he’s put on city driving or country 
routes. Only when he’s picked up sufficient experi- 
ence and can show a satisfactory record will he be 
put on the longer runs to Chicago, Milwaukee, or 
Davenport, Iowa. 

This promotion from within the ranks not only 
insures safety, it’s also a factor in the high morale 
Fenske and Spohn feel is typical of Oscar Mayer 
drivers. The men know that they can work up to 
best jobs—that outsiders won’t be brought in to 
handle the big rigs. 

Rather than relying on lectures, Automotive 
Supervisor Blankenheim believes in personal con- 
ferences with the men. Each driver is treated as an 
individual and his importance in the operation of 
the company is emphasized. ATA and National 
Safety Council publications are given out on a 
“personal copy” basis. Bulletin boards keep the 
word “safety” in his mind. 

An incentive program awarding points toward 
prizes for each six months of safe driving makes 
good driving a paying proposition and gives wives 
a reason to keep the men on their toes. 

Once a year, a banquet is given for the drivers 
and their families. It was Spohn’s idea that, since 
it was a safety banquet, alcoholic drinks would be 
out of order. He was told that it wouldn’t work. 
No drinks—no crowd. Results have proved this 
wrong. When wives found out that the banquets 
wouldn’t become drinking bouts, they were ready to 
give their full support. And, naturally, when a wife 
wants to go to a party, it’s a rare husband who can 
manage to stay home. 


“The men don't mind our checking up on them™ 


Naturally, no matter how many incentives you 
offer or how much you din safety into drivers, you 
aren't going to have 100% success. So the next step 
is to check up and see how your men are doing 
before they have a chance to get into an accident. 
This could create a lot of resentment, but there’s 
little to be found at Oscar Mayer. 

Charlie Hermanson, the chauffeur foreman, has 
several ways of keeping tabs on his men. Half his 
time is spent riding with different drivers. On some 
days, he’s able to make runs with two men. This is 
not a special checkup on any particular driver; it’s 
routine.

Reactions are tested once every two years, at the 
time of the physical examinations. And there are 
other tests between physicals, if there’s any reason 
to believe they’re needed. 

Another method of checking on the men is through 
insurance company safety patrols. The company 
Oscar Mayer deals with has its own men out on the 
roads in unmarked cars. When they see an Oscar 
Mayer truck, they trail along to see how it’s doing. 
A report is automatically filed, giving the hour and 
the truck’s license number. Good or bad, it’s posted 
on the bulletin board where the men can see it. 
Another reminder, gentle but effective. 


“We make our men feel responsible" 


If there’s any reason to believe a man is making 
long stops and then speeding to keep up with his 
schedule, one of the two speed-and-stop recording 
instruments kept in the office is installed on his 
vehicle. But there’s nothing secretive about this. 
The man himself puts it on and takes care of it. The 
idea is that this sort of thing must be open and 
aboveboard. 

Generally, a driver’s trip log is taken at face 
value, but the men have learned that it doesn’t pay 
to pull any fast ones. The driver who’s picked up 
for speeding in I}linois and figures no one back in 
Wisconsin will know is bound to run into trouble. 
The company receives reports on any traffic viola- 
tions from the Central Motor Freight Assn. in Chi- 
cago, a member of ATA. 

If an accident does occur anyway, there’s one 
excuse that Hermanson doesn’t have to worry about 
hearing. No one can tell him it was the weather, or 
icy or slippery conditions. Why? Because it’s a 
standing order that if a driver feels conditions are 
unsafe, he’s to pull off the road. If he keeps going, 
it’s his responsibility. Hermanson doesn’t feel that 
there’s any percentage in trying to hold to a sched- 
ule in a blizzard or over an icy road. The cost of 
an accident doesn’t make the risks worthwhile. 


“We try to learn from our accidents” 


Once an accident has taken place, the Accident 
Review Board is the next step. This group consists 
of five men—the automotive supervisor, who acts as 
chairman; the safety director, as secretary; two 
drivers selected by the chauffeur foreman; and the 
chauffeur foreman himself. It has several responsi- 
bilities which go far beyond merely placing the 
blame. Meetings are regularly held once a month. 
Special meetings are called as soon as possible after 
serious accidents. 


Here's what the board does 

The accident review board’s responsibilities are 
clearly drawn so that there can be no question. 
According to the plan, the board: 


1) Reviews the accident and determines the cause.

Accidents Teach Safety ...

Fenske started this classification of accidents in 
1950, went back as far as 1945 to find out what 
were the principal causes of mishaps in Oscar 
Mayer’s fleet. 

2) Fixes responsibility for the accident, deciding 
whether the Oscar Mayer driver could or could not 
have prevented it. 

3) Assesses penalties if the members decide the 
driver could have prevented the accident. Unreport- 
ed accidents, serious or not, are handled in the 
same way. 

4) Classifies the accident according to cause—side- 
swiping or improper backing for instance. 

5) Makes recommendations on how future acci- 
dents of the same type might be prevented. 

6) Reviews any reports received of unsafe practices 
and safety violations, and decides what action 


should be taken. 


The driver has his say 


Since its beginning in 1950, there has been little 
change in the board’s procedure. The first step is 
to hear the driver’s side of the story. He is brought 
in with the accident report and he gives the descrip- 
tion in his own words. A blackboard is handy on 
which he can illustrate it. 


After he has finished, he is then questioned 
thoroughly by the members of the board to clear up 
any points left in their minds. He is then asked to 
leave the room. 

Next, the chairman states the definition of a 
chargeable accident, according to the National 
Safety Council’s definition, so that it will be fresh 
in the members’ minds. The board discusses the 
particular accident in question and then votes by 
secret ballot. If the accident is decided to be charge- 
able, the driver automatically loses six months’ 
credit on the incentive program. The board decides 
whether further penalties are deserved—taking into 
consideration the seriousness of the particular acci- 
dent and the extent of the driver's responsibility. 
Then the driver is called in and ti sults and 
reasons for action explained. 

Fenske believes that the drivers who sit as mem- 
bers of the board contribute an enormous amount 
to the success of the entire program. Their ideas, 
opinions, and comments help generate additional 
safe driving practices. “After all,” he says, “they’re 
professional drivers and safety is their business.”

The Trucking Industry Founda- 
tion, Inc., has granted funds for a 
study of possible reforms in Ohio 


state laws to crack down on thefts 


from motor freight carriers. 

The study will be made by students 
of the school of law at Western Re- 
serve University. 

During the survey, the law students 
will examine the statutes of all 48 
states and study remedial legislation 
proposed or in effect elsewhere. 


Because of the increasing number 
of thefts from all types of trucks, the 
Foundation is campaigning for a 
change in Ohio’s laws. Such thefts 
are now classified as misdemeanors 
and punished by small fines or short 
stays in the workhouse. 

The Foundation wants to make the 
crime of truck pilfering a felony, a 
much more serious charge. The plan 
has been supported by the chief of 
Cleveland’s police force.

IF YOU WANT TO SAVE busted knuckles, ruined screws 
and your temper, we suggest you take time to follow 
the simple nine-step picture story on these pages. If 
you do, you'll have screwdrivers with square blades 
and sharp corners designed to fit the slot of the 
screw being used. 


They won’t stay this way long, if they’re used for 
prying or chiseling—or for screws they don't fit. 
When you use a screwdriver that’s too light for the 
job, you can ruin the screw as well as the screw- 
driver. 


Often, too, screwdrivers are ruined by improper 
maintenance. If a blade is ground improperly, it 
will lose its temper. Or if it comes in contact with 
heat (a soldering iron for example), the temper will 
be reduced. 


Here’s what you need to keep screwdrivers up to 
snuff: a 60-grit grinding wheel, a bunsen burner or 
an ordinary gas-stove burner, a bucket of water, an 
oil stone, a can of oil, and a couple of rags. 


1. ROUGH-GRIND the blade faces flat and parallel. Taper 


toward tip but don’t grind the tip too thin because you'll 
lose too much of your blade when you finish grind to size. 


4. SQUARE OFF edges of blade with the face by grinding 
against side of wheel. For even finish, gently move blade 
back and forth. Be sure to keep face at right angle to wheel. 


7. PROPER TEMPER is next step. Reheat. Hold point of 
flame away from tip of blade. Watch blade’s color as it 
changes from straw to blue. Quench as tip starts to turn blue. 
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2. HEAT BLADE to bright red with bunsen burner. Burner 
of gas stove will also do job. Hottest point is at tip of blue 
flame. Plunge blade into water to harden it. 


5. TO TEST, first de-burr with oil stone. Then slide blade 
into slot of flat-head screw with head diameter equal to 
blade width. Blade should fit with no binding and little play. 


8. FINISHING TOUCH is to rub light oil into the blade 
and shaft. Then, rub most of it off with clean rag. Leave 


a very light film of oil to prevent rust 
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3. FINISH-GRIND the blade. Keep hands free of rest and 
avoid leaning against bench so you can judge pressure. If 
you burn blade, it has to be reheated and requenched.

6. IF FIT 1S LOOSE, grind down tip of blade at right 
angle to shaft. If fit is tight, repeat grinding on blade 
faces. Before re-checking, be sure to clean off burrs.

About the New Highway Program 


The nation’s road system is go- 
ing to be reorganized. Some of 
you will help build it. All of you 
will be drastically affected. Here 
are a few facts you should know: 


What the program is: The 40,000 
miles to be modernized are only 
about 1% of the road surface in 
this country, but they carry about 
14% of the nation’s traffic. When 
the program is completed, the sys- 
tem will handle between 20 and 
25% of the traffic. 

On cross-country trips, it will 
no longer be necessary to drive 
through any of the nation’s fifty 
largest cities. Almost all will have 
by-passing highways of six lanes. 

Six-lane highways will connect 
almost all cities with a population 
of at least 100,000 persons. Four- 
lane highways with twenty-foot di- 
viders will run to almost every 
city with a population of between 
50,000 and 100,000. The highways 
will have limited entry and exit 
points to keep traffic flowing 
smoothly. About 7,000 miles of 
two-lane highways will be built, 
almost all in the West. 


How to figure cost: Add one 
cent for each gallon of gasoline, 
diesel or special fuel used after 
July 1, 1956. 

Add three cents for each pound 
of new tires bought. 

Add three cents for each pound 
of camelback retread material. 

Add 2% to the cost of trucks 
and trailers. 

Add this special registration fee 
on all trucks that weigh over 26,- 
000 Ib—$1.50 a year for every 
1000 Ib. 

For instance, you'll pay $45 
for 30,000 Ib trucks and $90 for 
60,000 Ib trucks. 

That special 


registration fee 


bears watching. The American 
Automobile Association and the 
railroads have indicated that they 
consider it just a foot in the door 
to making truckers pay more for 
the highways. In future sessions, 
Congress probably will be asked 
to raise the rate. 

The increased taxes for autos 
and trucks are expected to give the 
government just under $1 billion 
a year to spend on the program. 


But you get: Lives. How many 
of the more than 35,000 persons 
who were killed in traffic accidents 
last year died because of poor 
roads? Safety experts estimate at 
least 3500. Fewer accidents mear 
lower insurance rates. 

e Lower maintenance costs. Less 
wear on tires from rough roads. 
Less jarring to the truck body by 
bumps and ruts. The limited access 
roads will mean fewer gear shifts, 
fewer brake applications, less 
starting from full stops. 

© Lower fuel bills—Not only will 
there be less starting and stopping 
but the new highways will straight- 
en the twists and turns of today’s 
old-fashioned roads. 

e Time. How much is a truck 
worth when it’s stopped at a traf- 
fic light? Here’s what one com- 
pany found when it used the New 
York Thruway, one system of the 
3000 miles of roads that meet the 
construction specifications of the 
federal program. (The Thruway, 
of course, is a toll road. None of 
the roads built under the federal

program will be pay-as-you-go.) 
It found that compared to con- 
ventional routes, its trucks aver- 
aged ten miles an hour faster and 
saved four and one half hours on a 
round trip of 534 miles on the 
Thruway. 


Everyone benefits: Not only the 
over-the-road hauler, but the strict- 
ly local private carrier will save 
time and money. About half the 
allotment will be spent to relieve 
urban and suburban traffic con- 
gestion. And a by-product of the 
improved inter-city routing will be 
less intra-city congestion. 


Restrictions on trucks: Gross 
vehicle weight can not exceed 73,- 
280 lb. Width can not exceed 8 ft. 
Weight on any one axle would be 
limited to 18,000 Ib and tandem 
axle weight to 32,000 lb. As of 
July 1, 1956, whenever state lim- 
itations on weights or widths are 
more lenient than federal limits 
cited above, the state laws shall be 
the ruling ones. There are no re- 
strictions on length or height. 


How and when it starts: Al- 
though the federal government will 
put up 90%, of the money, you'll 
have to work through state high- 
way departments if you're inter- 
ested in bidding on a construction 
contract. But it’s likely to be two 
years before any actual digging 
for the system starts. First to be 
built probably will be roads 
through rural areas near the big 
cities in states like New York, 

California and Texas. 
In Texas, incidentally, 2770 
miles of road will be constructed. 
City highways probably will be 
delayed while right-of-way wran- 
gles make their way through the 
courts. Last to be built may be the 

roads in the Southeast.

When a new truck engine that 
promises more MPG and lower 
upkeep comes along, that’s news.

Owners of Series C-1, and the 
current C-3 Dodge V-8 trucks re- 
port remarkable gas savings and 
unusually low maintenance costs. 
They say they not only get more 
MPG (on regular fuel), but find 
engines maintain power and effi- 
ciency far longer than those of 
standard design. 


In layman’s language, here is 
how Chrysler engineers were able 
to give Dodge short-stroke V-8’s 
these cost-cutting characteristics: 

First, let’s study the diagram 
below. 

You'll notice, among other 
things, that the standard, wedge- 
shaped combustion chamber (Fig 
1) has corners where carbon can 
easily collect, whereas the Dodge 
Power-Dome chamber (Fig. 2) 
eliminates such power-stealing 
carbon hot spots. 

Next, notice the k-plug 
location. In the rae ig me de- 
sign, it is centrally located, in- 
stead of off to one side. Flame 
travel, therefore, is uniform to all 
parts of the chamber; thus the 
fuel mixture is burned faster, 
more evenly, and more com- 
pletely. 

Valve placement, too, is un- 
usual, In the Dodge Chrysler- 
engineered power plant, intake 








and exhaust valves are located on 
opposing sides. This permits use 
of larger valves for easier engine 
breathing, elimination of fuel 


waste. 

In addition to Power-Dome, 
Chrysler engineers have incor- 
porated other features in Dodge 
truck engines that contribute to 
their unusual operating economy. 
Among a number of such ad- 
vancements not found in most 

titive makes are floating oil 
inti. ceramic fuel filter, positive 
exhaust valve rotators and dual 
exhaust system as standard equip- 
ment. 

In fact, Chrysler engineers have 
made “fleet economy”’ their theme 
throughout the designing of to- 
day’s Dodge Job-Rated Trucks. 
The result is a full line of trucks 
any cost-conscious fleet operator 
would be wise to investigate be- 
fore investing in a replacement or 
adding to his fleet.

Disaster Bulletin No. 5 


When Floods Hit — Help Your Town 


AFTER A FLOOD HAS HIT, trouble won’t be the exclu- 
sive property of truckers. It will have affected your 
whole community. You’ll want to get out and help. 
And probably you'll want to be modest about what 
you do. Fine. But there are some things you must 
remember. 

You're the representative in your town of a whole 
industry, an industry that’s currently involved in 
some big battles. And the services you can offer are 
vital. Once you start to help, you won’t be able to 
avoid publicity. Disaster gets attention. The problem 
is that all publicity is not necessarily good. 


Public relations are important... 

. .. at this time, more than any other. You'll want to 
be careful what statements get out concerning your 
company. Be responsible for your own public rela- 
tions work, or make sure you have a good man in 
charge. Sure, you'll be in trouble, but you can create 
a really bad impression if people think you're crying 
too loud about it. 

This is why it’s best to have something to talk 
about. You won’t have time to plan a complete com- 
munity relations program, but by pitching in right 
away you can accomplish a lot. 

You have something that is desperately needed. 
When other means of transportation fail, trucks can 
still usually get through. Your operation may be 
badly hit, but there are others worse off. Offer your 
company’s services to the people in charge of disas- 
ter relief in your area. There are several ways in 
which your trucks could be particularly useful. Evac- 
ucation may be necessary. And food and supplies 
will have to be brought in. Let your community lead- 
ers and civil defense know that your’re willing and 
able to help. 


The most important service... 

. . » you can offer to your community will be the 
hardest for you to spare—yourself. You have essen- 
tial knowledge which will be vitally needed. You’re 
an expert in transportation, and transportation in 
your area will be in bad shape. This is one thing you 
can count on if a flood comes your way. And you re 
experienced in handling men. There are never 
enough men with the ability to act as leaders in 
emergencies. 

Your employees will be badly needed too. Think 
of them from two standpoints. First, you may have 
men working for you who are specialists in fields 
where help is desperately needed at this time. Try to 
arrange your own affairs so that they can be spared. 
Don’t put experts on jobs that call for nothing but 
muscle power. The majority of the work involved in 
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your own clean-up won’t call for skilled knowledge. 

Second, your own people can be your best public 
relations men, if used right. They'll want to help and 
they'll take pride in their company if they feel 
you're making a real contribution. Their attitude 
toward you at this time could help or harm you for 
a long time to come. 


Customers know you're in trouble... 

. . as well as you do, so don’t worry about explain- 
ing any delays to them. They’ll think a lot more of 
you if, instead of moaning about it, you let them 
know where to reach you, give them some idea of 
how soon you'll be back in operation. Get out cards 
letting them know where you stand. Just give them 
the cold hard facts. 

And don’t feel that no one’s going to know what 
you're doing for the town. The local people are go- 
ing to know your contribution without being told. 
If your trucks are out working, they'll be carrying 
your company’s name wherever they go. Your civic 
leaders will know what you're doing because they'll 
be working with you. The important thing is that 
you have a real opportunity for raising, not just 
maintaining, your position in the comunity. But if 
you try to capitalize on it, people are just going to 
remember you as the guy who patted his own back. 


Publicity takes care of itself... 

. if you’re out working. Newspaper men won't 
have to be sent for—they’ll be there. Your com- 
munity will be in the focus of public attention. If 
you're prominent in what’s being done, you'll qual- 
ify as news. This isn’t the time to hold anything like 
a press conference. But don’t deny information to 
people who ask for it. 

No matter how much good work you may do, you 
can spoil it all in a moment through the wrong 
move. Don’t expect return favors in your own clean- 
up job. Remember that the community comes first. 
Put its interests above your own. You’re just a part 
of a big job—not the key. 


Build better employee relations... 
. . » for the future, by keeping their interests in 
mind. You can create a lot of good will by showing 
that you haven’t forgotten them. For one thing, 
speed up efforts to clean up lockers, service rooms, 
and toilets. It'll help their work. At the same time, 
find out if there’s anything you can do to help them 
at home. 

Floods mean loss, but they don’t have to mean 
total loss to the trucker who’s on his toes. Look be- 
yond the present disaster to the future.

SAE Recommends New Practice 
For Truck and Trailer Wiring 


A STANDARD PRACTICE FOR WIRING exterior lamps of 
trucks and trailers has been approved by SAE’s 
Technical Board. SAE action was sparked by ATA’s 
Equipment and Maintenance Council, which previ- 
ously came up with its own recommended practice 
(E-3-1955). There’s no conflict between the SAE 
and ATA recommendations—in fact they supple- 
ment each other. Aim of both practices: to stand- 
ardize exterior lamp-wiring on commercial vehicles. 

For your convenience, the SAE practice is printed 
back-to-back and perforated, so you can tear it out 
and file it for future reference. 


GENERAL SECTION 


The systems of installation known as two-wire or 
single-wire shall be termed, respectively, “insulated- 
return” and “ground-return” systems. Installations 
in which the vehicle frame is used as part of the 
return circuit shall be considered as “ground-re- 
turn” system. 

All insulated cable shall conform to the SAE 
standards for insulated cable of either the braided 
or thermoplastic-insulated braidless types. Maxi- 
mum physical exterior cable dimensions may be ex- 
ceeded when heavier insulation is required. 
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Wires should be grouped, where practical, in 
cable or harness form. Suitable material such as 
braided cotton, braided paper and cotton, friction 
or thermoplastic tape, extruded rubber and thermo- 
plastic jackets may be used. 

A lamp is a complete lighting unit. All lamps shall 
meet the requirements of SAE Standard, Lighting 
Equipment for Motor Vehicles. Lamps with pig- 
tails, not in excess of 12 in. long, shall have a mini- 
mum of 16-gage wire; pigtails in excess of 12 in. 
long shall have wire gage conforming to the wiring 
requirements of the vehicle. 


Circuit Protection e All vehicle lighting circuits 
shall be protected by the use of fuses or circuit 
breakers which are readily accessible for service, 
and conform to SAE standards. Headlight circuits 
shall be independently protected. Direction signal 
circuit not equipped with self-protecting flashers 
would be protected by a fuse. 

Ground terminal lugs shall be solder dipped, cad- 
mium or zinc-plated. Ground terminals shall be ac- 
cessible for service. The surface on which ground 
terminals make contact should be cleaned and free 
from oxide or paint. Ground terminal attaching

screws, nuts and lock washers shall be cadmium, 
tin, or zinc-plated. 


Wire Size « The wire size for all ground return 

circuits shall be: (a) 12-gage except that branches 

or taps not in excess of 50 ft in length may be 14- 

gage; or (b) wire size may be calculated from illus- 

trations on preceding page. 

Voltage drop in the wiring, including switches 
and connections, should be controlled with the ob- 
jective of supplying approximately correct design 
voltage to the lamp sockets. Source voltage minus 
voltage drop in wiring (including switches and con- 
nections) should equal design voltage of lamps as 
nearly as practical. 

It is recognized that under parking conditions 
system voltage is reduced and resulting candle- 
power loss is unavoidable. These values are sug- 
gested for design calculations 
(a) Source Voltage—14-v for 12-v systems, 7-v for 

6-v systems. 

(b) Voltage Drop in Connections—0.010 volts— 
ampere per connection. For switches, circuit 
breakers, etc., use manufacturer’s specifications 
for voltage drop per ampere. 

(c) Voltage Drop/Foot vs Amperes Lamp Current 
—see chart on previous page. 

(d) Design Voltage of Lamps—See SAE Standard, 
Lamp Bulbs and Sealed Units, for design voltage 
values applicable to various bulbs. Table on pre- 
vious page also contains maximum current values 
for use in (b) and (c). 

The above practice does not necessarily apply to 
headlights. Replacement in service shall conform to 
original headlight wiring equipment. 


Installation and Protection « Wiring and related 
devices shall be installed in a workman-like manner, 
mechanically and electrically secure. Devices, lamps, 
etc., requiring periodic service shall be readily serv- 
iceable and accessible. 

All parts of the electrical system shall be ade- 
quately protected against corrosion. 

The edges of all metal members through which 
cable passes shall be deburred, rolled or bushed 
with suitable grommets. Suitable tubing over cables 
may be substituted for grommets if properly se- 
cured. Clips for retaining cables and harness shall 
be rigidly attached to body or frame member, and 
cable or harness. 

Wiring shall be located to afford protection from 
road splash, stones, abrasion, grease, oil and fuel. 
Wiring exposed to such conditions shall be further 
protected by either, or a combination of, the use of 
heavy-wall thermoplastic insulated cable, additional 
tape application, plastic sleeving, non-metallic loom, 
metallic or other suitable shielding or covering. 

Wiring shall be clipped at intervals to prevent 
rubbing or chafing from wire movement. 


Where cables must flex between moving parts, the 
last supporting clip shall be securely mounted and 
secure the cable in a permanent manner. 

The wiring shall be kept away from fuel lines and 
exhaust systems, or protected by shielding, housing 
or other suitable means. 

Ground return connections shall be made to the 
vehicle structure, frame or engine. When engine or 
body is mounted on rubber or other insulation, 
proper ground shall be provided. 


TRUCK-TRACTOR SECTION 


Trucks shall conform to the general section. 

Truck-tractors shall conform to the general sec- 
tion and the following: The SAE Recommended 
Practice Seven-Conductor Jacketed Cable for Truck 
and Trailer Connections for color coding of truck- 
tractor jumper cable shall be followed to a junction 
block or harness terminating point where visual in- 
spection will identify any circuit color coding change. 

Wiring for trailer circuits shall terminate in (a) 
a connector socket conforming to SAE Recom- 
mended Practice, Seven-Conductor Electrical Con- 
nector for Truck-Trailer Jumper Cable, or (b) a 
jumper cable with cable plug conforming to this 
SAE Recommended Practice. 


TRAILER SECTION 


Trailers shall conform to the general section and 
the following: 

All wiring shall be installed in (a) suitable con- 
duit and boxes, (b) structure of the trailer, (c) 
housing and/or raceways which provide equal pro- 
tection. Wiring shall be protected from stones, ex- 
cess dirt, ice, moisture, chafing, etc., that will have 
harmful effects. 

All wiring for legally required lights shall be serv- 
iceable in a manner permitting removal and rein- 
stallation from outside of trailer. 

The trailer shall be grounded to the tractor 
through the jumper cable. Contact of the trailer 
kingpin or apron plate with the lower coupler, or 
“grounding through the lower coupler” is not to be 
considered as providing a tractor-to-trailer ground. 

The voltage of the lighting system shall be perma- 
nently or semi-permanently marked in a legible 
manner on a mounting surface, in proximity to the 
electrical connector receptacle. Preferably, the mark- 
ing shall be in amber reflective letters. 

The trailer connector socket for receiving jumper 
cable plug shall conform to and be located as speci- 
fied by SAE Recommended Practice. 

Circuit protection shall be independent of truck- 
tractor system. Trailer circuit protective devices 
shall conform to SAE Standard for electric fuses or 
circuit breakers and shall be located near the trailer 
wiring connector socket and shall be readily acces- 
sible for service.

One Road Rule Asked 


Greater uniformity in state require- 
ments regarding vehicle identification 
was urged recently by Harry E. Boot, 
ATA attorney specializing in reci- 
procity problems. 

Boot said the trucking industry is 
plagued by various state regulations 
that require certain markings on 
vehicles, windshield stickers for fuel 
use, and many types of state permits 
ind plates. 

According to the attorney, 22 states 


require windshield stickers; 31 re- 
quire plates; 31 require drivers to 
carry state cards, photostats of op- 
erating licenses, or other state docu- 
ments; 43 states have widely varying 
laws that demand the cab or trailer 
bear certain letters or numbers. 

“It is nearly impossible to move 
from state to state without being in 
technical violation of some regula- 
tion, for sheer lack of space for all 
the required permits,” Boot said.

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Will More PM Cut Accidents? 


The popular belief that periodic 
highway inspections would greatly 
decrease highway accidents has been 
challenged by Merrill C. Horine, con- 
sulting engineer for the Mack Manu- 
facturing Company. 

He told a New York Safety Coun- 
cil meeting, “The vast majority of ac- 
cidents are not caused by improper 
operating condition of the vehicle but 
by human error in meeting traffic 
situations, or by hazardous roads.” 


And when malfunctioning of a ve- 
hicle is named as the cause, Horine 
contended, responsibility usually must 
be laid at the door of the operator. 
He then cited neglect of proper main- 
tenance procedures and misuse of 
equipment, such as overloading or 
poor distribution of the load. 

He said examination of the records 
of accidents fails to confirm the as- 
sumption that most accidents are due 
to the condition of the vehicle.

Manufacturers say price dif- 
ference is mostly in the frames, that there is no difference in sharpness of vision 
between the least and most expensive glasses. 


Get the color lens you like best—one is as effective as the next. Take a look 
at the new so-called “neutral” tint.

It shuts out glare without distorting colors as much as other lenses do. 


If you wear regular glasses, you can get your prescription built into dark lenses. 
Check with your oculist first to make sure your prescription is the same. Sun 
glare won’t cause permanent eye damage or blindness. It will temporarily exhaust 
functional chemicals in the eyes, and can cause temporary blindness.

But it can become a hectic chore unless you remember one basic rule—simplicity 
in both equipment and menu. Follow this, and you and your wife will find it as 
easy to entertain a large number of guests as a few. 


Your equipment doesn't have to be elaborate. Small braziers and portable 
grills, which sell for around $5, will cook just as well (although not as much at 
once) as those costing ten times as much. But if you wish, you can go as high as 
$300 for a stainless steel, over-size grill. 


Common sense should be your guide. Many of the thousands of barbecue gadgets 
on the market are of real value and worth having; others just add to the con- 
fusion. Get the equipment—which ranges from barbecue thermometers to port- 
able refrigerators—that best meets your specific needs. 


It's a good idea to check your own kitchen. A lot of your wife’s utensils 
will be useful for outdoor cooking as much of the barbecue equipment. But that 
won’t apply to everything. For example: You should have special long-handled 
forks for working with food on the fire. And it’s wise to have asbestos gloves. 
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Remember, too, that the household china and silver will have a high mortality in 
breakage and loss outside. Best bet is to get plastic “china” strictly for outdoor 
use, and dimestore flatware; or paper plates and cups (they save a lot of cleaning 
up). For hot drinks, like coffee, be sure to have cups with handles. 


In glasses, it's best to use heavy tumblers for everything. Cocktail and 
wine glasses are hard to handle and spill easily. You'll be breaking no rule of 
etiquette if you serve wine in a tumbler.

Incidentally, try serving a light summer wine as a change of pace from ccld beer 
and the usual summer drinks containing gin and rum. Rose and dry white wines 
(chilled overnight on the lowest shelf of your refrigerator) are a nice touch and 
cost considerably less than liquor. Or use a light claret wine—without chilling. 


Follow two basic rules on food: (1) Keep the menu simple; and (2) don’t 
have too much. The most pernickety gourmet should be satisfied with an outdoor 
meal of meat or fish, a vegetable, salad, and fruit in season. And don’t assume 
that eating outdoors necessarily means big appetites. People don’t eat—or require 
—as much food in summer as during other seasons. 


If steak is your menu, try getting a hip cut for outdoor cooking. It has a mini- 
mum amount of fat and bone, and can be carved into larger slices than most other 
types of beef. It should stand out of the refrigerator for at least an hour before 


grilling. 


Don’t cut into the middle of the steak to find out if it’s done—you'll lose the 
tenderizing juices. Instead, make a small incision near the bone. 


A common error of beginners is to stick to nothing but steak. Actually, 
ham, broilers, spareribs, shishkabobs, and chops can be grilled just as easily and 
just as successfully. The same is true of most fish—bass, salmon, lobster, brook 
trout, and shrimp. 


Grill vegetables along with the meat. Gourmets particularly recommend tomatoes, 
corn-on-the-cob, and zucchini as good vegetables for grilling. Also, try this: Bake 
potatoes ahead of time, then wrap them in aluminum foil and heat them in the 
coals, And unpeeled, washed sweet onions, wrapped in foil and placed in the 
coals (45 to 60 min.), make an unusual vegetable. 


Experiment with some of the charcoal and barbecue sauces, granulated garlic, 
and charcoal salt for added seasoning and flavoring. 


A final word of warning: No matter what you cook, be sure to have a good 
bed of coals. Never grill anything over an open flame.

THE SHORTAGE OF SCIENTISTS AND ENGINEERS: 


A Threat to 
Economic Progress 


THERE are two paramount reasons for concern 
over the serious shortage of scientists and engi- 
neers that now confronts the United States: 


@ The first reason, with which this editorial 
deals, is that continued expansion of our 
economy and further increases in our liv- 
ing standards are threatened unless we 
train more scientists and engineers and 
use them more effectively. 


The second reason for concern is that we 
run the risk of falling behind the Soviet 
Union in the technology so essential to 
national security. The consequences of 
losing this race to the Russians are not 
comforting. (The possibility that this 
might happen over the next few years was 
discussed in an earlier editorial in this 
series. ) 


The crucial contribution of scientists and en- 
gineers to the well-being of the Americar. people 
has been to find ways of making better use of 
limited resources, to make equipment more 
productive, to develop new and better products 
that enrich our lives, to enable us to live longer 
and be healthier. They have made this contribu- 
tion with greater success in the last 15 years 
than ever before, but it has required progres- 
sively more resources and more trained people. 

~ During this 15-year period our annual pro- 
duction of goods and services, in dollars of 
constant purchasing power, has almost doubled. 
Since our total population has increased only 
25 percent, this has meant a tremendous rise in 
the economic well-being of the American people 
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as a whole. But in accomplishing this, the num- 
ber of scientists and engineers has been more 
than doubled. 


Tasks for Research 


If the American economy is to continue to 
grow and if our living standards are to show 
further improvement, the work of scientists and 
engineers must be stepped up even more in the 
years ahead. Unless answers to several pressing 
problems are found through intensified research 
efforts, economic progress will become increas- 
ingly more difficult. 

Productivity per hour of labor must be 
increased at a faster rate. Improved medical 
care has greatly increased the number of people 
who attain retirement age, and sharply higher 
birth rates since the war will mean larger num- 
bers of children in school and college. Mean- 
time, because of low birth rates during the 
depression, the number of people reaching 
working age is not rising nearly so fast. The 
result is that over the next 20 years our popula- 
tion will increase by about one-third, while the 
total manhours worked are not expected to in- 
crease more than 15 percent. So, simply to 
maintain the same living standards for a rising 
population — with no provision for additional 
improvements — ways must be found to enable 
each worker to produce for more dependents. 

It is primarily to the scientists and engi- 
neers that we must look for help in mak- 
ing human labor more productive. This 
will require enormous increases in our power 
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resources. We will need to make more effective 
use of our existing fuel supplies — coal, oil and 
natural gas. And we will have to devise eco- 
nomically practical means of tapping other 
energy sources, particularly nuclear power and 
new rocket fuels. 

Also, better ways must be found to use 
scarce and low-grade raw materials. Thanks 
to great strides in metallurgy and mining 
techniques, we are now utilizing sources of 
copper and iron ore that, for all practical pur- 
poses, were not available to us only ten years 
ago. Similar strides are needed in the mining 
and processing of bauxite if low-grade domestic 
ores are to help satisfy a fast-growing market 
for aluminum. And stubborn technical obstacles 
in the area of “high temperature” metals—such 
as nickel, cobalt, columbium, tantalum and 
titanium — are impeding progress in jet and 
turbine engines. 

These are only a few of the challenging tasks 
that demand intensified research and engineer- 
ing activity in the years immediately ahead if 
the United States is to continue to raise living 
standards. We need more houses, schools and 
highways for a rising population, more medical 
research to reduce further the ravages of illness, 
more research in chemistry and other sciences 
to sustain the flow of new and improved prod- 
ucts that are so essential an ingredient of our 
economic progress. 


Ceiling on Growth 


American industry has indicated that it is 
ready to meet the challenge and undertake 
vastly expanded research programs. A recent 
survey conducted by the McGraw-Hill Depart- 
ment of Economics revealed that total research 
and development expenditures of American 
industry were almost $5 billion last year, 29% 
higher than in 1953. By 1959 business plans to 
be spending well over $6 billion on research 
and development. And the total could well prove 
to be much higher, based on the trend of recent 
years. 

But industry’s programs for research 
and development cannot be carried out 
unless enough qualified research workers 
and engineers are available. Ernest R. 
Breech, chairman of the Ford Motor Company, 
recently described the supply of engineers as 
the “ceiling on our future growth.” He gave 
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force to his point by announcing: “If 900 quali- 
fied engineers were to approach us next week 
looking for jobs, we would hire every one.” The 
U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics found in inter- 
views with some 200 large companies at the 
end of 1954 —a recession year — that at least 
half were unable to hire enough research scien- 
tists and engineers to meet their needs. A third 
of the companies reported substantial shortages 
of technical personnel. 

The shortage of technically trained people, 
furthermore, is becoming more acute. The num- 
ber of engineers and scientists now being grad- 
uated is only about enough to cover replacement 
requirements, while the needs of industry, gov- 
ernment and education are mounting every 
year. According to the best information avail- 
able — as indicated in the first editorial in this 
series — these needs are now about twice as 
great as our current engineering graduating 
classes and annual production of scientists with 
Ph. D. degrees. 

To perform the research needed to re- 
move roadblocks to our economic prog- 
ress — and at the same time hold our own 
in the technology essential to our security 
as a free nation — we must have an ade- 
quate supply of men and women with en- 
gineering and scientific training. Instead, 
we are faced with an acute shortage, now 
and for several years to come. Reasons for 
the shortage and proposals for working our way 
out of the shortage will be discussed in the re- 
maining two editorials in this series.

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Business Outlook: Big Plans 


For New Plants and New Products 


Survey by McGraw-Hill’s Department of Economics in- 
dicates capital spending will be one third higher this 
year and probably much higher in years coming—soft 
spots in economy not likely to be helped 


Industry is also depending heavily on research—com- 
pletely new products are expected to account for 11% 


of sales by 1959 


There are three main conclu- 
sions to be drawn from a thorough 
survey of business plans recently 
concluded by the Department of 
Economics of McGraw Hill. 

e Industry has already allotted 
one third more for new plants and 
equipment this year than it did 
in 1955. 

e Research is claiming more and 
more of industry’s budget. 

e Products unknown today will be 
household words in three years. 

The first conclusion should be re- 
assuring, for a few soft spots have 
appeared in the nation’s economy. 
And the survey goes on to report 
that heavy outlays for new plants 
and equipment have already been 
made for the next three years. 


The fleet operator who is think- 
ing in terms of steady expansion 
of his business along with the rest 
of industry over the next few years 
is in the best position. 

You’ve a jump on the others if 
you heeded the advice of FLEET 
OWNER last January. This is what 
we said then, “Better plan big. It’s 
now a matter of record that 1955 
was the biggest year in the history 
of the economy of the United 
States. And across the country 
economists are predicting that 
1956 will be an even bigger year. 
But what about °57, °60, °65? 
Everything points to the fact that 
the economy will, with normal 
fluctuation, continue to rise for the 
next 10 years. . .” 


Dangerous Consequences Can Come...

The research and the products 
developed are an attempt to put 
someone out of business. 

Products that today are your 
most valuable cargo, may be ob- 
solete by 1959.

clings to last year’s pattern of 
operations will pass up his share 
of the unprecedented expansion 
American industry has mapped 
out for itself. 

To stay in business yourself, 
youll have to be aware of the 


trends as American industry twists 
and turns its way to new heights. 

According to this survey, manu- 
facturing industries are planning 
to spend almost half again as much 
as they did in 1955. Another in- 
dustry is at the front of the parade 
—trailroads. They expect to spend 
$1.5 billion in 1956, 62% more 
than in 1955. 

The spending plans for 1956 
are only a small part of the story. 
For the first time since McGraw- 
Hill began its annual surveys, 
plans for the following year are 
as great as those for the current 
year. And more companies are 
making plans. The largest propor- 
tion in any survey—88%, looked 
up from their desks to say they 
were planning spending programs 
that reach as far as four years 
ahead. 

Most likely to gain from the 
planned increases will probably be 
the machine tool industry and elec- 
trical machinery manufacturers. 
Another big gainer—suppliers, 
such as the steel industry. 

Will all industries benefit from 
the increased capital spending? 
Probably not. Farm prices won't 
be helped and very little effect will 
be felt by producers of textiles 
and other nondurable goods. 

Inventories are high in the auto- 
mobile and home appliance in- 
dustries. Also, credit is tight. 
Those two factors are expected to 
hold off inflation even though in- 
dustry is spending at a record rate. 

For research, industry last year 
spent $4 for every three it spent 
in 1953. And for 1959, it has 
already planned to spend $4 for 
every three being spent now. 

By 1959, that figure should be 
much larger since the estimate is 
based only on plans already made.

Last year, the chemical, aircraft, 
and electrical machinery industries 
spent most on research. In the next 
three years, the largest increase in 
research spending will be made by 
industries that haven’t concentrated 
so deeply on this field: primary 
metals, non-electrical machinery, and 
automobiles. 

Bigger appropriations for research 
are but a small part of the whole 
story. For whirlwind technical prog- 
ress puts yesterday’s miracle on the 
scrap pile. The whole pace of busi- 
ness—investment, salaries for key 
personnel, demand for better prod- 
ucts, faster production, faster distri- 
bution—rushes ahead, too.

A memo to fleet owners on: 


Passenger Car Operation 


EVER THINK OF PROVIDING TRANSPORTATION for 
your employees by selling them cars? Sounds a 
little unusual, we'll admit. But it’s done successfully 
by Florida Light & Power Co., Miami. 

H. L. Allen, FL&P’s superintendent of automotive 
equipment, says his company buys cars at fleet 
prices, then sells them to employees at the same 
prices. Not just any car, though. Its list price 
mustn’t top $2200, and convertibles are ruled out. 
The company doesn’t specify colors. But Allen says 
it takes a dim view of off-beat hues like lavender 
and periwinkle. 


Financing is handled this way: Employee is re- 


quired to invest 25% of market price (not the list) 
and balance must be payed in 24 months. There are 
no interest or finance charges, and payment is made 
by deductions from employee’s pay check. 


Depreciation is covered by a monthly payment 
from the company to the employee. This payment 
is $30 for the first 48 months and $22.50 thereafter. 
There is no legal time limit to this agreement. But 
by the time the company has paid for the car with 
depreciation allowances, it gently reminds the em- 
ployee that it’s time he got a new car. Sole purpose 
of this reminder is to keep the junks out of the fleet. 
Apparently the employees recognize a good thing 
when they see it because there’s no obsolete equip- 
ment in this fleet—average age of the cars in service 
is 30 months. 


Mileage allowance is 4‘, cents up to the first 
12,000 miles, thereafter it jumps to 44 cents a 
mile. This is paid only for travel on company busi- 
ness and payment is based on honor system—daily 
travel reports for both personal and company mile- 
age are submitted by each driver. 


Insurance coverage to the extent of $200,000/ 
$200,000 public liability and $5000 property dam- 
age is paid by the company. Fire and theft protec- 
tion equal to the value of the car is also included. 
This insurance is good not only for company-driven 
miles, it also covers the employee when he uses the 
car for personal transportation. Also included at 
company expense is $10 deductible collision insur- 
ance. It covers the employee or any other driver 
unless they are drunk. 

All accidents must be reported to the company. 
If the car is laid up, agreement between the com- 
pany and the employee is suspended. All mainte- 
nance costs are paid by the employee. To protect 


itself against the operation of unfit cars the company 
conducts a three-month periodic inspection. This is 
backed up by the right to make a demand inspection 
at any time. 


What's in it for the employee? He gets a car at 
discount or fleet price. Insurance, one of the biggest 
items in carrying a car these days, is paid by the 
company. Monthly payment by the company to the 
employee, together with trade-in value, is enough to 
allow an employee to replace his car after 40 months 
of operation. 


What's in it for the company? Employee is driv- 
ing his own car—eliminating the supervision needed 
in the case of a company-owned car. All mainte- 
nance is handled by the employee—eliminating 
another big management headache. Employee mo- 
rale is improved. Cost to the company compares 
favorably with other car-expense plans. 


Do your salesmen do much writing while they're 
on the road? If so, this new adjustable automotive 
desk, developed by Taylor Products Co., Brookline, 
Mass., may be just the trick you’ve been looking for. 
Besides providing ample writing space, Kardesk in- 
cludes a clip for holding reports, orders, etc. The 
front end-of the desk is rubber-covered and it rests 
on the dash.

The desk folds flat for storage, and it’s adjustable 
to fit all standard makes of automobiles. What about 
left handers? Looks like they’re out of luck.
